Washington.— Falling after three at- 
inmpta to ratify tha peace treaty, the 
acetate lata laat night laid It aalde, 
ended the apeclal aeaalon and went 
hoaae. 

All compromise efforts, and the three 
resolutions of ratlflcatlona all went to 
defeat, the Republicans then put In a 
reaolutlon to declare the war nt an end, 
which waa loat. 

Two of three ratification vole* were 
taken on the reservation drafted by 
tha Republican majority, containing 
rnacrvallona which President Wllaon 
-j»ii told Democratic senators In a let- 
ter earlier In the day would mean null- 
ification of the treaty. 

The flrat vote on thla reservation 
stood It to 55 against. On the second 
one taken after several houra or pre- 
liminary wrangling In which the Dem- 
ocrats made efforts to bring over some 
of the Republican group of mild reset • 
vatloniat* 41 aeflatora voted In the af- 
firmative and 61 in the negative. 

A third vote was on a straight out 
■aaolutlon without reservations which 
got only 111 votea to 63 opposing It 
Only one Republican, S'nittor M.i'uin 
bar. North Dakota, -voted with the 
Democrats In Ita aupport. 

Republican Ixuader Lodge declared 
today'e voting constituted a final de- 
cision on the peace treaty unless Prea- 
Idant Wllaon circumvented the seriate 
rules by withdrawing It and then sub- 
mitting it again to the aenate. In all 
■ Hiarters there was difference of opin- 
ion but general sentiment seemed to be 
that there waa a slender chance that 
the treaty would come up at the open- 
ing of the next session of congress, 
beginning next month- 

One effect of the senate's failure to 
ratify the treaty will be the contlnuaf- 
tlon of varioua war-time laws and reg- 
ulations at least until the new aeaalon 
opena. Among these Is the war-time 
prohibition act. 

Trie resolution preaenled to declare 
a st.ite of p. .ice will come up at tse 
beginning of the new aesslon and la ex- 
pected to atari another stubborn fight. 
Tha administration la understood to be 
oppoacd to auch a method of legally 
ending the war and in I he background 
la a constitutional iiuaatlon as to whoth 
rr congreaa nan do ao by a resolution 
not requiring the Presidents signa- 
ture.

IS ON THE BOOM 



Two more good wells have been 
completed in the field near Louisa. 
One is on F. R. Buasey's land, near 
Mrs. Bettie Plgg's. It Is making an 
excellent showing while being cleaned 
out. There seems to be no doubt about 
It being the best well in the Bussey- 
vllle field. Estimates run all the way 
to 20 barrels or more, but the most 
conservative say It should settle down 
to not less than ten barrels. The New 
Domain owns the lease. This means 
big development in that vicinity. 

The well on the Muncy tract by 
Slagei brothers' is about due to come 
In. If good this will open another 
large piece of territory heretofore un- 
tested. 

On M. L. Johns' farm two miles be- 
low Louisa a well has been drilled In 
that Is good for seven barrels. No. 2 
on the sume tract will be started with- 
in a few days. This adjoins the Re- 
becca Peters land, on the side toward 
the river. 

A well Is to be started on E. E. Shan- 
non's 500 acres on Rockcastle, near 
Clifford. Mr. Shamberg has charge of 
thla development. 

It la said the South Penn will do a 
lot of drilling between Fort Gay and 
the Twelve Pole valley during the 
coming Heaeon. 

T. F. Maloncy, a large operator from 
Lee county, la at work on the Junes 
Q. Luettey farm two miles below Lou- 
isa. Also he has a large block of leases 
on Lick Creek and will proceed with 
the development there as soon as pos- 
sible.

It Is another proof of 
the value of tho Federal Reserve law, 
which weathered the storm of the 
world war and enabled the United 
States to become the banker for the 
world. Without that law the war would 
have ruined ua.

Hon. Z. T. Vinson, of Huntington, a 
leading Republican of West Virginia, 
made a speech to the Credit .Men 
Tuesday night In which he lauded U.

Mr. Vinson said, In part: "It is par- 
ticularly appropriate, at -this time, to 
discuss law and order. Without It we 
rannot exist, and It has been stnmpcl 
by Almighty God on all the universe. 
He established it when he dispelled 
darkness und chaos with light. Since 
the time of the Garden of Ed.n there 
have been two mighty conflicting 
forces? and these, the forces of good 
and evil, will continue to strive as long 
as the world exists. The great things 
obtained for humanity, always come 
after a struggle. Laws are rules for 
human conduct and out of them must 
come all order. Sometimes, In the 
midst of our trials and everyday af- 
fairs, we are inclined to be forgetful of 
the fundamentals of human life and 
happiness. Man was endowed with 
certain Inalienable rights, the right to 
life, liberty, property and the pursuit 
of happiness. These are above all gov- 
ernment, and when government tres- 
passes on these, It Is without its prov- 
ince. First we had the ten command- 
ments, then the Sermon on the Mount, 
und later the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States of America. The lnvidldual 
soul Is the greatest of all God's crea- 
tions, and the only way to build up 
society is by making the Individual 
stronger and better. There are great 
dangers today, which threaten to over- 
whelm government, church. Bible, and 
even to deny the existence of Almighty 
God. We cannot shut our eyes to a 
very present menace. We are walking 
on the top of a volcano which la ready 
to burst any minute and engulf us. I 
know 'we. are all hopeful and optimis- 
tic, and by the way, I heard a new 
definition for an optimist today. I was 
told that an optimist is 'a man who 
continues to carry a cork-screw on his 
key ring.' We are too apt to say these 
things of which I have been talking, 
will all come out in the washing. 

"Take the coal miners and their de- 
mand for a six hour day, Ave day week, 
and a alxty per cent Increase in wageB. 
That demand. If granted, would double 
the cost of coal production, and would 
go to the public In higher coal prices. 
Think of the effect on coal used for 
manufacturing rurposcs. It would be 
impossible for us to compete with the 
other nations of the world. The United 
Mine Workers of America, back of the 
strike, are not an ordinary labor or- 
ganization, like the railway men or 
the carpenters. Their constitution, In 
1912, provided that the miners should 
seek an equitable share of the price of 
the cnal produced. Since then the 
socialists got control, and they now 
propose to take all of the price of coal 
produced, except to pay the men who 
haul it to market. They are fighting 
the battles of socialism and that ex- 
plain* their preposterous demand. They 
testified, under oath, at Charleston that 
they proposed to take every cent, and 
allow nothing to the ownei of the coal 
or th- machinery by which it was pro- 
duced. They testified under oath they 
expected, each year, to Increase their 
demands, until they would take over 
all the money paid for coal without 
compensation to the owner of the land 
or the mine. 

"The fight la on such socialistic phil- 
osophy. We owe a great deal to the 
strength, power and courage of a pub- 
lic official, namely the attorney general 
He should be congratulated. These 
socialistic philosophers, t. \V W s. Bol- 
shevists, Soviets, and anarchists, sole 
object is to destroy law and order. 
Reports show 224 newspapers publish- 
ed In this land, in foreign languages, 
and 34 published in English all advo- ; 
eating the overthrow of government. 

"If It were possible for Governor | 
Cornwell to run again for Governor, ' 
and Unfortunately it Is not, I don't be- 
lieve a Republican would be nominated 
against him, for it would be no use. 
I have not seen a representative Re- 
publican business man in West Virgin- 
la but Who aays If Governor Cornwell 
would run again he would be for him."

Wii.sJilin.-ti.il. A special drive to lo- 
cate merchant* and manufacturers who 
have followed erroneous methods In 
nrnklnft Inventories for taxable year* 
1917 and 1918. such method* tending 
to reduce tax liability I* to he made by 
bureau of internal revenue. 

In eaae* of voluntary dt*clo*ur*e be- 
fore Investigation of failure to mr.ke 
proper return, the policy will be to 
forego penulties except where there I* 
Intentional evasion. Where discovery 
la made by government officers, h«uvy 
penalties will apply. 

In some cases, Inventories have l>een 
found to huve been taken on basis of 
average coats, though it was possible 
to Identify nrtlcle* rehalnlng on hand 
at Inventory period, and *o determine 
their exact cost In others, because of 
conservative accounting method* flat 
percentages have been deducted nfter 
determlnlnK inventory value*. Others 
used a fixed average, based upon costs 
of prior year* or fall to Include all 
merchandise to which they have title 
in their inventory. 

All these method*, which have effect 
of reducing tax liability, are contrary 



to regulations of the bureau and are 
Illustrative. It was aald. of numerous 
Irregularities found. 
' A warning by the bureau advise* 
taxpayer* who have followed such 
methods to file correct return* without 
notice and without Investigation. Some 
taxpayers have voluntarily notified the 
bureau of employment of Incorrect 
methods und are filing amended re- 
turn*. It is only fair to these tax- 
payer*, the bureau states, that 
competitors who have made 
error* should be located. .

ASHLAND H08PITAL 



Ashland, Ky. — Two orphan children, 
a hoy and a girl, whose names are un- 
known, ure at the Kings' Daughters' 
Hospital ill of pneumonia, brought here 
In the care of Silas Ashby, Sheriff of 
Oasey county, who was returning them 
to their home county. Pike or Floyd, 
when they fell'under the notice of an 
Ashlund mlnlBtrr, a fellow-traveler, 
who had them taken to the hoapital. 

Their story has a dramatic, pathetic 
beginning In the wilds of Casey county, 
fourteen miles from Liberty, the coun- 
ty seut. 

There la a mineral aprlng there, 
where some yeara ago a summer ho- 
tel, a building of twenty -one rooms, 
flourished, which afterward was sold, 
presumably for a churltahle purpose, 
and waa uaed aa a home for orphan 
children, taken to this place from I'lke 
and Floyd counties by a man in charge 
of the Institution. 

One night thla week the home waa 
destroyed by fire, and the Inmates, 
thirteen ch'ldren, were deserted by the 
women In charge and huddled together 
In an old building, cold and miserably 
clad. In make-shift garments, thntr 
clothing lost In the fire. 

They were looked after only by men. 
who felt It their duty to give them all 
the protection possible, the head of 
the Institution being away when the 
fire occurred. 

The county Judge of Casey county 
ordered their return to their native 
county, having no way of providing 
for them, and they were on the return 
trip tu I'lke and Floyd under the care 
of Sheriff Ashby when the Rev Itceves 
of thla city, saw them In the station 
In Lexington where they were waiting 
to change trains to come to Ashland 

The Rev. Mr. Reevea noticed sev- 
eral of the children were 111, and u|x>n 
Inquiry waa told their pitiful story 

On the way to Ashland three of the 
children hud convulsions on the train, 
and although there was u physician on 
the train he was without medicine.

Belgians Contend They Have Prior 
Right to Color Scheme of Black, 
Yellow and Red. 

Brussels. Belgium. — Belgian patri- 
otic societies are being formed to take 
action to prevent the German republic 
from adopting the Belglon national 
colors— black, yellow and red— for its 
flag. Intense Indignation is manifested 
and this Is a bit heightened by the plea 
that the. colors in the new German 
emblem will be disposed horizontally 
instead of vertically. 

An argument against the use of the 
colors by the Germans Is that the Bel- 
gians have actually employed the 
black, yellow and red horizontally In 
their emblems— notably In their mer- 
cantile flags — so they ^ consider they 
still have a priority on that position 
of the colors as well as the vertical 
use. 

The Belgians scorn the plea of the 
Germans that they have the right to 
use the colors because of their use by 
the ancient Germanic empire of which 
Austrin was the center.

In addition to furnishing rations and comforts and medical 
mention to I he fighting men, the American Bed Cross Instituted VI soup 
kitchens. 30 children's hospitals, 10 children's dispensaries, 14 artificial limb 
factories, five homes for refugee children. 10 rest stations for refugees.
